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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 

Claims 1-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
http://www.oklahomacounty.org/assessor/TaxCalculator.htm, Published 2/20/1 999. 

http://www.oklahomacountv.orq/assessor/TaxCalculator.htm shows a tax bill 
calculator. Portion "A" of the reference shows a database of property tax data 
(accounts, lots, years, addresses). The jusisdiction data is inherent in the address, 
which identifies the school district (jurisdiction). See page 2 of portion "B", general 
information, rates vary across the county depending on which school district the 
property is located (different tax rules/templates). The website (GUI) receives inputs 
and generates reports. See page 3 of portion "B", general information, for installment 
information. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant has provided evidence and an affidavit to support the difference 
between a tax district and a jurisdiction. After reviewing the evidence, the evidence 
does not state what the applicant is asserting. Applicant's own specification, page 68, 
uses an example of Maricopa, Arizona in Pinal County having a jurisdiction code. It is 
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also a school district. The specification refers to parent jurisdictions and sub- 
jurisdictions. Applicant has not clearly distinguished itself from the prior art. Due to the 
debate on this issue, applicant's representative is encouraged to contact the examiner 
again.
